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Board of Trade To 
Press For Attention 
To Pass Highway 


Coleman Board of Trade to 
Sponsor Pass Meeting And 
Discuss Proposals to Attract 
The Department of Public 
Works’ Attention to This 
Stretch of Highway. 

Coleman Board of Trade will 
once again take the lead in the 
Pass in a strong effort to have 
Edmonton realize the import¬ 
ance of completing the Pincher- 
Crows Nest No. 3 highway which 
is also part of the southern 
Trans-Canada Highway. At an 
executive meeting of the Board 
last Thursday chairman Percy 
Dickieson was empowered to 
call a meeting of all interested 
parties at which time a full dis¬ 
cussion would be given the sub¬ 
ject. 

During the past several years 
the local Board of Trade has 
sent letters and wires of pro¬ 
test to Edmonton and have se¬ 
cured the co-operation of other 
Pass organizations to do like¬ 
wise. The proposal to send a 
delegation to Edmonton to meet 
highway officials will be given 
serious consideration. Two years 
ago the late Hon. W. A. Fallow 
was a guest of the Coleman 
Board and while he did not com¬ 
mit himself during his address 
he did go so far as to say that 
he had surveyors on the Pinch- 
er-Crow highway at that time 
and tlrat had he not some im¬ 
provement in mind he most cer-. 
tainly would not permit them 
to work on that particular as¬ 
signment since there was so 
much work to be done through¬ 
out the province. 

Last year at Nelson John 
Blackmore, M.P., speaking for 
Alberta, stated that Alberta 
would complete its southern 
Trans-Canada highway by 1950. 
To make" such a statement Mr. 
Blackmore undoubtedly had re¬ 
ceived verification from Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Too Long has the Crows Nest 
Pass been suffering the hard¬ 
ships of a pioneer trail between 
it and the rest of the province. 

Too long has Edmonton, 
either through ignorance or 
spite, ignored this important 
stretch of highway which is the 
only 12 months a year highway 
which remains open to connect 
Alberta highways with eastern 
B.C. and the western United 
States. 

A strong protest will undoubt¬ 
edly emanate from the forth¬ 
coming meeting. It is to be 
hoped that Edmonton will at 
long last take heed and com¬ 
plete the fifty mile stretch from 
Pincher Creek to Crows Nest.

Fears of West Coleman 
Floods Engage 
Attention of Council 

Regular meeting of Town 
Council was held in the Coun 
cil Chambers, Tuesday even 
ing, March 22. Present were, 
Mayor Aboussafy and Coun¬ 
cillors Rapisay, Dutil, Wood, 
Jenkins, Dibble and Nicholas. 

The Mayor reported on l)is 
recent trip to Calgary where 
he attempted to interview off¬ 
icials of the Calgary Brewer¬ 
ies re the Grand Union Hotel 
sewerage problem but had 
been unable to contact Mr. 
Vernon. After hearing his re¬ 
port Council passed a motion ’ 
to telephone Mr. Vernon and 
ask him to come down to Col¬ 
eman as soon as possible. 

Dangers of floods in the 
West Coleman area next occ¬ 
upied the Council’s attention 
and fears were expressed that 
unless dredging operations 
were conducted in. AlcGilliv- 
ray Creek in addition to other 
precautions, such as the erect 
ion of a temporary dam to di¬ 
vert and check the heavy flow 
there was great danger of a 
serious situation developing 
in the area concerned. After 
lengthy discussion it was reg¬ 
ularly moved that McGillivray 
Creek Coal and Coke Co. and 
the Public Works Department 
be contacted immediately and 
their attention drawn to the 
precautionary proposals out¬ 
lined by the Council. 

Mr. S. Bell, of the Union 
Tractor Co. then addressed 
the meeting on the various 
types of Universal Tractor- 
Loaders now available and 
distributed illustrated folders 
of the machines in question.

Coieman-Kananaskis Road Work 
Planned For This Summer 


Tenders For Forest Highway 

To Be In By April 9; Work to 

Start Soon After. j 

Tenders for 'the construction 
of a main trunk road between 
Coleman and Kananaskls were 
called Friday by John Harvie, 
deputy provincial minister of 
lands and mines, Edmonton. 

Deadline for tenders to be in 
the, hands of the provincial 
government is April 9 and con¬ 
struction work will begin as 
soon as possible after, that date, 
J. D. Middlemas, secretary of 
the Eastern Rocky Mountains 
Forest Conservation Board, an¬ 
nounced. The road is being con¬ 
structed l?y the board to facili¬ 
tate movement of firefighting 
equipment in forest reserves in 
the area, and to permit the 
board to carry out its work of 
reforestation 

Survey of the proposed route 
was carried out last summer and 
actual construction work will 
be able to proceed as soon as 
sno\v conditions in the moun¬ 
tains permit. 

Maj.-Gen Howard Kennedy of 
Ottawa, chairman of the board, 
met this morning with J. M. 
Wardle, director of special pro¬ 
jects for the Federal Depart¬ 
ment of Mines and Resources, 
the Dominion government board 
member and H. G. Jensen, pro¬ 
vincial representative of the 
board, to discuss plans for work 
this summer. 

Necessary equipment for ac¬ 
tivities has been obtained and 
the program of work laid out. 


The ryad to be built this sum¬ 
mer eventually will be used by 
tourists although the main pur¬ 
pose always will be to' enable 
the conservation board to carry 
out its work. It will be built 
along the foothills of the East¬ 
ern Rockies watershed. 

A great deal of the equipment 
to be used in constructing the 
road has already been unloaded 
in Coleman and ta*ken to vant- 
ags points along the proposed 
route by the local forestry work¬ 
ers under the supervision of 
Forest Ranger Irvin Frew. The 
actual number of men who will 
be employed in constructing the 
highway is not yet known but 
the fact that forestry officials 
are anxious to get a passable 
road put through this year 
would indicate that a sizable 
crew will be working from the 
Coleman end alone. ^ 

One thing Is certain, the labor 
requirements will be more than 
enough to take up the unem¬ 
ployment slack that has devel¬ 
oped during the winter months 
in the Crow’s Nest Pass area. 

However, the greatest advan¬ 
tages to Coleman lie in the fu¬ 
ture when the road has been 
developed into a first-class 
toifrist attraction as the ulti¬ 
mate plans of the Forest Con¬ 
servation Board call for an ex¬ 
tension of the road south of 
Coleman to connect the Banff 
and Waterton National Parks. 
In the meantime, all sections of 
the community will be pleased 
to see the Northern section of 
the plan being putt# in to effect.

British Columbia 
Still In Favor 
Of South Route 

Figures telling of plans of the 
British Columbia Government 
to spend $30,000,000 in a high¬ 
way program this year do not 
overlook the Southern Trans- 
Canada highway in the Koote - 
'nay country bordering Aiberta 
on the Crow’? Nest Pass. In all 
some $880,000 has been allocat¬ 
ed to various sections from Nel : 
son to Crow’s Nest. As much of 
this highway has already been 
built leaving links to finish, this 
nearly a million' dollars appro¬ 
priation will go a long way to 
filling in one gap of the South¬ 
ern Highway. 

As Thomas Love, M.L.A., for 
Grand Forks-Greepwood, told 
the B. C. Legislature the other 
day, the building of the Yellow- 
head or Kicking Horse Pass 
highways as part of the Trans- 
Canada would serve few people 
of that Province as compared to 
the Southern route. He placed 
the figure at five to one in favor 
of the Southern route over eith¬ 
er of the northern routes men¬ 
tioned. This, together with the 
fact that the completion of the 
Hope-Princeton road next Aug¬ 
ust will bring Southern British 
Columbia a couple of hundred 
miles closer to Vancouver, is 
an argument whicllmcannot be 
denied. It would appear quite 
certain that ,in spite of all the 
ballyhoo over the Big Bend as 
the accepted route of the Trans- 
Canada, the Crow route must 
be established as a No. 1 high¬ 
way to serve the rich interior 
of Southern B.C. where the pop¬

Ken Watson's Rink Proved Worthy Winners 
Of Macdonald's Brier Coveted Trophy 

T HE Macdonald’s Brier Trophy, emblematic of Canadian curling cham¬ 
pionship, has once again c.ome back to the West. Ken Watson’s rink 
of Winnipeg’s Strathcona Club, defeated Reg. Stone’s rink from Trail, B.C., 
who made a worthy try to take the famous trophy back to British Colum¬ 
bia. Thetb D’Amour of the same B.C. city won the competition last year. 
Ken has made curling history, as he is the first in the competition’s history 
to pilot a rink to victory three times. He won his two previous Dominion 
titles at Toronto in 1936 and Quebec in 1942. It marked Manitoba’s 12th 
time in the 20-year history of the championship that a representative from 
that province has won the trophy. 


This year’s Canadian classid dis¬ 
played some brilliant curling which 
electrified large galleries, who watch¬ 
ed ten top-notch curling ‘rinks from 
across Canada battle it out for su¬ 
premacy. Popularity of this event 
has grown to such heights that to¬ 
day the 'youngest school student to 
the oldest veteran follows it from 
day to day. This annual event has 
been a big factor in bringing about 
the great interest that is shown in 
high school curling today. A Domin¬ 
ion title event for high school cham¬ 
pionships has been recognized by the 
Dominion Curling Association.

Watson is famed for his “sliding 
delivery” in which he skids down the 
ice after the stone with his nose al¬ 
most scraping the ice. He warns, 
however, that the slide, which de¬ 
pends on perfect bodily control and 
balance, can be a fatal trap for in- 
estperiesicetl curlers.

LEMON SPONGE PUDDING 

1 lemon, juice and rind 

1 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons flour 

2 tablespoons butter 
2 egg yolks 
Pinch of salt 

1 cup milk 

2 egg whites, stiffly beaten 

Sift the sugar, flour and salt and 
blend with the beaten egg yolks. Add 
milk, lemon juice and rind, beat¬ 
ing thoroughly. 

Melt butter and add. Fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites and bake 
with pudding dish set in a pan of 
hot water for % hour in a moderate 
oven (350 deg. F.). 

The pudding has a layer of lemon 
jelly, a topping of cake-like consis¬ 
tency, and nice brown crust. Serve 
cold. Serves 6.

6. A good rink conserves its 
strength by “sweeping” only when it 
is absolutely necessary. Too much 
sweeping tightens the leg muscles 
and makes it difficult for a curler to 
deliver a shot.

Motor vehicle owners contri¬ 
buted approximately $11,000,000 
to the Alberta government’s 
treasury in the nine months 
ended Dec 31 last, according to 
officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association. 

From motor vehicles, the pro¬ 
vince obtained $4,733,000 which 
was an Increase of $642,723 over 
the same period of the pervious 
year. 

The “golden egg” however 
was the 9c a gallon, gasoline tax 
which yielded $6,859,000. This 
was a gain of $790,000 over, the 
similar period of the previous 
year. 

Increased car registrations 
were responsible for the boost 
in revenues. 

On the other hand, the pro¬ 
vincial government made in¬ 
creased expenditures during the 
period on roads and bridges, 
these amounting in the aggre¬ 
gate to around $11,000,000. For 
instance, on capital account 
there was an outlay of $10,400,- 
000 on roads and bridges which 
was an increase of $1,628,000 
over the same period in the year 
before. 

Officials of the A.M.A/ are 
hopeful that this year will see 
a further increase in the gov¬ 
ernment’s appropriations for 
road improvements in various 
sections of Alberta.

Know Your Provinces 


Before the great sternwheelers 
plied the Red River and stage 
coaches rattled over the trails, its 
mail was carried once a week by 
horse in the “Summer and by dog 
train in the winter to St. Cloud. 
Minnesota. Soon the railway brought 
immigrants in thousands to the great 
western plains and the boom began. 

The total area of Manitoba is 246,- 
512 square miles, of which 26,789 
square miles is water surface. This 
is greater than the combined areas 
of Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois and 
Iowa. Population — 729,744. Rural 
population—407,871. Urban popula¬ 
tion—321,873. It has the largest in¬ 
dividually owned railway yards and 
the largest cash grain market in the 
world. 

For decades, in peace and in war, 
the agricultural industry has been 
the mainstay of Manitoba’s economy. 

| From the first Red River shipment 
of wheat in 1876-857-1/6 bushels of 
Red Fife—to the rapid expansion of j 
acreage in wheat from a quarter mil- 
I lion acres in 1883 to three and a half] 
million acres in 1921, Manitoba has 
been called a wheat country, a land 
of field crops famous for its No. 1 
Manitoba northern hard wheat, the 
world’s standard. Today there 
59,000 farms in Manitoba. Of over 
32,000,000 acres of possible farm 
land, half is in occupied farms. 

Though wheat has been Manitoba’s 
primary staple, each year sees a fur¬ 
ther broadening of its agricultural 
base. Dairying, fruit growing, bee¬ 
keeping, and especially the raising of 
livestock and poultry are coming in¬ 
to greater prominence. 

Manitoba has great water resourc- 
There are six hydro-electric 
plants in the province, five on the 
Winnipeg River and one in Northern 
Manitoba. It possesses one of the 
largest and most valuable fresh¬ 
water fisheries in the world. In 1942, 
the province produced over 46 per 
cent, of Canada's fresh-water com¬ 
mercial catch. The world famous 
delicacy, Winnipeg Goldeye is taken 
from its waters. 

In little more than a decade 
ing in Manitoba has forged ahead to 
become a major industry producing 
an output valued at approximately 
$16,000,000 annually. The great mines 
have been the key to northern de¬ 
velopment. Manitoba’s great mining 


Propose Oil 
Drilling Inside 
Of Edmonton 

EDMONTON. — Oil derricks may 
sprout throughout the City of Ed¬ 
monton in the near future. 

•First application for permission to 
explore, test and drill for oil within 
the city limits was made to city" 
council by James E. McGregor, 
service station manager. 

He seeks rezoning of a quarter 
section of land within the city lim¬ 
its from agricultural to a classifica¬ 
tion that will permit the exploitation 
of the property. 

To date council has not set any 
policy regarding exploration for oil 
within the city limits. 

However conversations are pro¬ 
ceeding between civic officials on 
ways and means of consolidating 
civic-held mineral rights, and to de¬ 
termine policy as to their develop¬ 
ment. 

Officials said many more applica¬ 
tions for permission to explore for 
oil within the city limits will be 
made to city council. 

The city owns the mineral rights 
on 75 per cent, of Edmonton's 110,- 
000 lots. 

Mr. McGregor’s application for re¬ 
zoning is the first made in Edmonton 
since the discovery of oil in the Ed¬ 
monton district a little more than 
two yeajs ago.

Saskatchewan Doctor Carries On 
In Spite Of Physical Handicap 


T\R. R. C. MERIFIELD had been 
practising in the small town of 
Rocanville, Saskatchewan, for only 
about eighteen months when he lost 
his vision at the age of forty-five. 
This was in 1939, during the depres¬ 
sion, and, like most country doctors, 
he was practically penniless as far 
as ready cash goes. It can be imag¬ 
ined what mental torture he endur¬ 
ed left almost blind, and feeling that 
it was impossible to carry on. Day 
after day he sat in his office, scarce¬ 
ly a patient coming in, while his 
mind went round and round in frus¬ 
tration, trying to visualize what 
would happen to his wife and daugh¬ 
ter, who was still in high school, re¬ 
ports the Braille Courier. 

His first little gleam of hope came 
when he took up typing. He obtain¬ 
ed a book of instruction, borrowed 
a machine and started in. At first it 
seemed hopeless, but it made many 
a long winter evening pass surpris¬ 
ingly quickly. After a few weeks, 
he was surprised to find that he was 
really making headway. It gave him 
a little confidence to realize that he 
was not too old to learn a new thing. 

"About this time,” says Dr. Meri- 
field, "I first became acquainted with 
the CNIB. This opened up a great 
vista of new opportunities. I obtain¬ 
ed a book bt instruction in Braille 
reading. Learning by myself proved 
a great struggle, but I could not de¬ 
vote enough time to it to warrant 
having a home teacher come to stay 
with us. As in the case of typing, 
it gradually came to me, and this 
again gave me a feeling of confi¬ 
dence. It has been a lifesaver being 
able to read once again.” 

During the first two years after 
he lost his sight, Dr. Merifield’s prac¬ 
tice was almost nil. In 1941 a turn¬ 
ing point came when he moved his 
office into his home. From this time 
on things began to improve. Patients 
began to have more confidence, and 
his practice grew. Dr. Merifield 
maintains that a great deal of the] 
credit for this goes to his wife, who 
became his assistant as soon as he 
set up his office at home. She in¬ 
forms him, for example, what the 
needle registers when he is taking 
blood pressures, she takes thermome¬ 
ter readings and, of course, drives 
him in the car and accompanies him 
on all calls. She has been his only 
nurse on many occasions when he 

as attending a maternity case out 
the country. 

Regarding Hie actual practice, Dr. 


Merifield admits that there are some 
things he used to do, such as surg? 
ery, which he cannot do now. He 
points out, however, that in ordinary 
medical cases, seventy per cent, of 
the points of evidence, Upon whiefi 
a diagnosis is based, comes through 
a good history from the patient. An¬ 
other twenty per cent, comes from 
the physical examination, in which 
all doctors rely to a large extent on 
what they hear through the stetho¬ 
scope and feel through palpitation. 
The other 10 per cent, is learned 
from X-ray and other laboratory 
tests. 

“In the case of an obscure internal 
disease one’s eyes may not help at 
all,” he says. “One can also get some 
evidence through the eyes of one’s 
nurse. I try to do every bit of work 
just as carefully as possible. I have 
to check and re-check. I cannot 
take as great a chance as the sight¬ 
ed doctor, for the public is naturally 
afraid that the blind person may 
make a mistake.” 

Dr. Merifield believes that In some 
degree he has added acuteness to his 
I other senses since the loss of sight. 
He recalls that on some occasions 
he has become aware of a tumor or 
internal mass through the sense of 
touch, where sighted doctors have 
not felt them. He has been told by 
doctors in Regina, where his most 
difficult cases go, that his diagnosis 
has proven correct in as many in¬ 
stances as with sighted doctors. ** 

While he is humble about his own 
achievement in carrying on his prac¬ 
tice despite his handicap, Dr. Meri¬ 
field is justly proud that he has been 
able to give his daughter a full 
course in Arts at the University of 
Manitoba, and, following this, a 
course in Social Science. He is full 
of encouragement to others who may 
have lost their sight in adult life 
and feel that the outlook is hopeless.
